Other leaders of the populists, 
including the representatives and ex-sena- 
tors; ex-Representative John Sibley, Major 
Charley McGregor and others were with 
Senator Carter ‘at different times during 
the day, but it wus evident that this was 
simply for the purpose of making sug- 
gestions as to details, for the final result 
Was as decided upon Monday night. That 
Was outlined in vesterday’s Constitution, 

Senator Carter’s Charges. 


When Senator Carter arose to his ques- 
tion of personal privilege everybody knew 
what was coming and there was unwonted 
silence in the senate chamber. He simply 
sent his formal reply to the clerk’s desk 
and had it read. It was as follows: 

“Mr. President—On the 2d day of De- 
cemhber, on the flour of the senate chamber, 
in my remarks wpon the consideration of 
the bill introduced by Senator Hopkins 
relative to the election of superior court 
judges and solicitors. by the people, I 
made use of the following language: “We 
have elected men to the bench who are a 
disgrace to it.

‘Tt called your attention to the fact that 
Governor Northen in his message to the 
general assembly arraigned the judiciary 
in language as explicit and severe as my 
own, and no protest. or criticism has ever 
been made thereon. I also called your at- 
terition to the further fact that in discuss- 
ing the bill other senators had used lan- 
guage as severe in arraignment of the ju- 
diciary as I did, and this body has not 
seen proper even to request them to unite 
with me in an effort to purge the judiciary 
of the corruption consequent, as I think, 
upon ithe present} imiquitous system of 
election ‘of judges -and solicitors by the 


general assembly. 

“Now, while I do not insist that this 
body has\ the power or legal right to start 
the investigation looking to the impeach- 
ment of any officer, yet, by reference to 
Senate Journal of 1892, you will find such 
a committee as I requested was appointed 
by a joint resolution for a like purpose, 
and while I could be, absolved under rule 
16 of this body—which reads as follows: 

“‘Rule 16.—If any senator be called to 
order for words spoken, words excepted 
to shall be taken down in writing by the 
secretary and read, then admitted, denied, 
or explained by the senator who spoke, and 
thereupon the question of order shall be 
decided and such other proceedings had. as 
the senator may deem proper in regard 
thereto. But no senator shail be held to 
answer, or be subject to the censure of 
the senate for words spoken in debate if 
any other senator has spoken, or other 
business has intervened after the words 
were spoken, and before the exception to 
them was taken.’ 

“from further pursuance of this un- 
pieasant duty, yet, in the interests of 
justice and integrity of the bench and my 
respect for this body making the request, 
I offer the following article taken from The 
Looking Glass, a weekly newspaper pub- 
lished in Atlanta, and which newspaper has 
already been quoted from by the senator 
fram the twenty-fourth, Mr. Battle, in his 
remarks to the senate on the 27th:

In response to an 
indignant protest he was told that certain 
of the guests and the servants had seen 
the two coming ont of his room, and that 
wiile their relations may have been the 
mvwst circumspect in the world, the hotel 
evuld not afford to run any risk of a scan- 
du

“<<"You are entirely wrong about the 
anatter,’’ said the judge. “‘We were Over- 
taken by a storm and 1 asked my stenogra- 
pher into the hotel as a place of temporary 
shelter. I was showing her about the place 
and as [I passed my room I pusned the door 
open to show her my quarters. She step- 
ped in to survey the place and dropped into 
un seat by the door. I immediately foresaw 
@ possibility of the situation being miscon- 
strued should we be seen, and said ‘we will 
coutinue our walk,’ which we did.” 

“ ‘After some talk he was allowed to re- 
main, but there was a great deal of com- 
ment at the resort relative to an employ- 
er’s duty toward his stenographer, and as 
to whether it included long strolls in un- 
frequented portions of the place by day- 
light, moonlight and darkness. Gossip was 
by no means quelled when it was discov- 
ered that the woman was the wife of a 
nan now under indietment in the judge's 
court for manslaughter, and who was re- 
cently released on $5,000 bail, but another 
and vastly more startling episode soon 
turned talk in a different direction.

SPAIN BUTCHERS, 
ASSERTS MORGAN 
Alabamian Arraigns President Cleveland 
for His Inaction. 
MINISTER DE LOME HEARS IT 


Senator Declares: Americans and UCu- 
bans Are Being Murdered. 


AMBASSADOR BOES NOT ENJOY THE SPEECH 


Veteran Member Was in Fine Trim and 
His Utterances Met with Approval 
7 of Vast Audience. 


Washington, December 15.—(Special.)— 
Senator Morgan, of Alabama, put the sen- 
ate in fine trim today for action on the 
Cuban question. He applied tenms to the 
Spanish which met with the approval of 
the American people. 

The senator did not mince words. He 
said the war as carried on by Spain was 
butchery and murder. 

He had a fine audience both upon the 
floor and in the galleries, and the veteran 
Alabamian was never in better condition. 
He spoke with vigor. His voice was clear, 
and his earnestness was the admiration of 
all who heard him. 

His criticisms of the president, who told 
in his mesage of atrocities committed by 
the Spanish army against Americans and 
Cubans, yet who sat patiently in his place 
at the white house, without taking notice 
of them in an effectual way, was pleasing 
to all who listened to him. His speech was 
by far the best that has so far been made 
in the senate on the Cuban question. 

Minister DeLome, of Spain, with two 
under secretaries and three ladies, sat in 
the diplomatic gallery all the time Senator 
Morgan spoke. As ‘he sent volley after vol- 
ley of burning sentences against Spain and 
her conduct the Spanish minister appeared 
fairly ablaze with incignation. He wrig- 
gied in his seat, gesticulated to those with 
him and pounded with his hands on the 
back of the seat upon which he sat. Upon 
the whole it was a warm day for Spain and 
the minister and Weyler. 

As to manifest hostility to Spain in- 
creases, it is not improbable that both 
houses of congress msy take some joint 
action which will force the president to 
show his hand in some positive manner. 
This is what Senator Morgan hopes to 
have done, as do nearly all the senators. 


Says McKinley’s Election Was Bought 

Senator Allen, of Nebraska, threw a bomb 
shell into the republican camp today when 
he offered a resolution previding for an 
investigation of money spent in the late 
election, and also used in creating the nom- 


} ination of candidates ‘forthe presidency. 
This was a thrust at the Mark Hanna 


method of managing political campaigns. 

The resolution calls for a committee of 
nine senators to be appointed by the vice 
president. 

When the resolution, together with a 
number of newspaper clippings alleging the 
extravagant use of money by Mark Hanna 
and his agents was being read by the 
clerk it was apparent to those present who 
watched the countenances of republican 
senators that the resolution was anything 
but a welcome measure in the senate. 

Senator Allen, in speaking of his resolu- 
tion, said that the time had come in this 
country when men like Mark Hanna, whose 
only claim to respectability was his vast 
wealth, most of which had been filched 
from tre laboring people, must be shown 
that to thwart the will of the people by 
the corrupt use of money will not be tol- 
erated. A more disgraceful purchase, he 
said, of the voters of the country has never 
stained the fair name of the republic than 
that by which Major McKinley and the 
republican party was triumphant at the late 
election. It was the power of money every- 
where. The eudacity of Hanna, the speaker 
said, in forcing contributions to the cam- 
paign fund was never before equaled. Mr. 
Hanna went upon the principle that every 
voter in the United States was purchase- 
able. His pclitical methods are those of 
the lowest type of the ward politicians, and 
with a free use of these methods he elected 
a president of the United States, and the 
man so elected must know, if he knows any- 
thing, that he holds his title to the most 
exalted position in the world through 
the corrupt use. of money. The 
money power cf the coumtry has grown to 
believe that the people have no rights in 
elections which it should respect. 

Senator Allen proposed to have a thor- 
ovgh investigation made. He will have the 
committee invade the privacy of the banks 
and demand of their officers statements and 
books showing the amount of money they 
ccntributed to the ccrruption funds, 

The committee will in all probability be 
narred within a day or two, after which 
active work will begin. 


Blacklisted May Work. 


A bill introduced in the house a few days 
ago, by ‘Mr. Lorimer, of Illinois, to prevent 
conspiracies to blacklist laboring people, 
will, it is thought, pass without any oppo- 
sition. 

The bill provides that any combination 
between two or more persons or corpora- 
tlens, or any person or persons with any 
corporation running or operating any rall- 
road, steamboat, or other transportation 
line engaged in commerce between any of 
the several states or between this nation 
and any other nation, or any person or per- 
sons in the service of any such person or 
corporation so concerned in such commerce, 
to prevent the employment of any person 
or persons on such railroad, or steamboat 
or transportation line by reason of par- 
ticipation in any strike or labor trouble, or 
membership in any lawful labor union or 
organization except in case such per- 
son should havé been guilty of some il- 
legal act in connection with such strike or 
labor trouble, shall be an unlawful con- 
spiracy against the United States and pun- 
ishable as such. ¢ 

That any person injured by act described 
may sue in the district court or circuft 
court of the. United States, or any state 
court or general jurisdiction, and recover 
of any persons or ccrporations concerned 
in such conspiracy all damages which he 
has sustained thereby; and in cases where 
malice is shown, full exemplary damages 
may be recovered. . 

As will be seen, the bill, if it becomes a 
law, will be of great benefit to the laboring

MINDANAO ISLAND REVOLTS 


INSURRECTION IS GROWING SE- 
RIOUS AT MANILLA. 


Rebels Approach the Town Close 
Enough To Fire Into It—Prison- 
ers Overpower Guards, 


Madrid, December 15.—Additional advices 
from Manilla say that the natives of the 
fsland of Mindanao have revolted and the 
insurgents have been joined by numbers of 
deserters from the native troops. 

The insurgents, who are numerous around 
Manilla, age becoming very boki, often ap- 
proaching near enough to the town to 
fire into it. The situation is admitted to 
be very grave at Manilla and is equally 
bad at Cavite, where 150 prisoners revolted, 
killed? stx soldiers, seized a quantity of 


arms and tried to incite the native itnhabi- 
tants to attack the garrison. The revolters 
were frustrated, however, and the garrison 
shot the rebels down in the streets. 

During the night ther@ was a general 
massacre of rebels and on the following 
morning many of the revolting prisoners 
were recaptured and shot. , 


ARMSTRONG WAS FOUND GUILTY

Young Man Has $10,000 Which Was 
Taken from a Mail Pouch. 

Montgomery, Ala., Decemben 15.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Charley Armstrong was adjudged 
guilty by a jury in the United States court 
here today of cutting open a mail pouch 
and stealing from it a package containing 
$10,000 in currency. 

One night last spring the mail agent at 
the depot here found that one of the 
pouches in his office had been cut open and 
a $10,000 package. of Dills_taken. He im- 
mediately reported the matter. 

Armstrong, who had formerly worked 
in the service, had been in the office during 
the evening. About midnight Armstrong 
met the agent as the latter was going home 
and delivered the package containing all 
the money with the statement that he had 
found it upon the sidewalk in front of 
the Midland office in the suburbs. Arm- 
strong, who had borne a good character, 
was arrested on suspicion and on the 
preiminary trial released on bond. His 
friends believed he would have no further 
trouble and the verdict today comes as a 
surprise. His attorney has asked for an 
arrest of judgment and a new trial. 

Armstrong is about thirty years old and 
a man of pleasing appearance, intelligent 
and of good family connections The theory 
of the prosecution is thwt he took the 
money, but when he learned how large 
an amount it was, his nerve fafled him and 
he took it back.

Throughout the United States 
‘Meetings Were Held Yesterday. 


ALL DEMAND A RECOGNITION 


Redhot Resolutions Were Passed at a 
Jacksonville Gathering. 


NEW YORK ALDERMEN RESOLVE, 100 


There Will Be Many More Meetings 
Today, and During the Week, 
and Pressure Will Be Brought 
To Bear on Congress 
Immediately. 


Jacksonville, Fla., December 15.—The in- 
dignation of the Cubans of Jacksonville and 
the American friends of Cuba over the re- 
ported cowardly assassination of General 
Antonio Maceo under a flag of truce was 
expressed tonight by a great torchlight 
procession and mass meeting on a vacant 
lot, no building in the city being large 
enough to accommodate the crowd. 

Judge R. B. Archibald, one of the leading 
lawyers of Fiorida, presided, and speeches 
denunciatory of General Weyler and the 
Spanish government were made by prom- 
inent citizens, 

Ex-Mayor D. U. Fletcher, member of the 
Florida legislature, said: ‘“‘The highest au- 
thority in the United States, President 
Cleveland, tells us there is no war in Cuba, 
If not, why is it a craft cannot leave this 
port without being chased by armed cruis- 
ers? I tell you there is war in Cuba and 
the time has come when we, as American 
people, can no longer say that the Spanish 
people are examples of chivalry.’ Their 
chivalry now consists in b crip- 
pled men, weak women and children. We 
know what freedom and HLberty means 


and we will stand. by GCwha and see that. 


she gets her freedom.” 

Judge R. B. Archibald, in ‘his address, 
said: ‘‘A few days ago President Cleveland, 
in referring to Cuba, expressed what he 
supposed was the sentiment of the Ameri- 
can people in referring to the honor and 
chivalry of the Spanish people. In the war 
ef the rebellion it ts said that Cleveland 
hired a substitute. He believes in substi- 
tutes and in his message substituted his 
opinion for that of the American people. 
The substitute is repudiated by the Ameri- 
can people, who now clamor for the recog- 
nition of Cuba as a free and independent 
nation. We not only are here to express 
indignation at the manner in which Maceo 
was assassinated, but to express indigna- 
tion at the appointment of Spanish spies 
as United States deputy marshals. It 
seems that the Spanish officials are dictat- 
ing to and controlling federal officials.” 

Sheriff Napoleon Broward, the comman- 
der of the steamer Three Friends, was 
given an ovation when introduced. He 
made a strong plea for free Cuba. He pre- 
dicted victory for the Cubans by April 
1, 1897. 

State Senator John E. Hartridge, a can- 
didate for the United States senatorship; 
J. N. C. Stockton, a national bank pres- 
ident and member-elect of the legislature, 
and General J, J. Dickinson, commander of 
the confederate veterans of Mlorida, spoke, 
The latter said he was ready to ralse a 
regiment of 1,000 men to go to Cuba and 
drive the Spaniards off the island. 

Red-Hot Resolutions Introduced. 

Resolutions calling upon the United States 
government to at once declare the inde- 
pendence of Cuba were unanimously adopt- 
ed. The resolutions follow: 

Resolutions offered by E. G. Blair: 

“Be it resolved, First, we, the people of 
Jacksonville, Fila., in mess meeting as- 
sembled, receive the news of the assassin- 
ation of General Antonio Maceo, the gal- 
lant leader of the Cuban patriots, with 
profound sorrow, and believe no act ol 
intrigue, inhumanity, butchery and cow- 
ardice so appalling in its nature can be 
found in the records of warfare among civ- 
ilized natkens save in the annals of Span 
ish history. 

“Second, Believing that the war in Cuba 
is being waged by the Spanish government 
in an inhuman, atrocious and uncivilized 
manner never before equaled in the pages 
of history for cruelty, indecency and vice, 
save in the acts of the barbarous and unciv- 
ilized nations, we, therefore, as a@hristian 
community, appeal to the American con- 
gress for the sake of humanity, to enact 
such legislation as will give American cith 
zens the right to legally aid the Cuban pa- 
triots, and that our government may at 
once declare the independence of the Cuban 
nation regardless of foreign complications. 

‘Third, we furthermore appeal to all 
Christian communities throughout this 
broad land that cherish liberty, humanity 
and freedom and that abhor crime, oppres- 
sion and tyranny, to do whatever be in their 
power to encourage and ald the Cuban pa- 
triots In their gallant struggle for autono- 
my; and, believng as We are taught by the 
charts of constitutional govermment that all 
men ought to be freer, have the right to 
enact such laws as are best suited to their 
welfare and protection, we appeal to all 
men who enjoy these blessings, in a free 
republic. to assist those patriots who are 
trying to rid themselves of the oppressions 
of tyrants and inhuman savages, who rep- 
resent a country whose government is a 
disgrace to European civilizaton.” 


MACEO KILLED IN OPEN FIGHT. 


Cablegram Received at Washington 
Describes the Death. 
Washingtcn, December 15.—The Spanish 
Jegation here furnishes the following trans. 

lation of a cablegram received tonight: 
“Madrid, December 15.—To Spanish Min- 
ister, Washington: Maceo’s death took place 
in loyal fight at Punta Brava and was 
caused by our soldiers’ bullets. This is ey- 


tdently proved by the letter written by the 
son of Maximo Gomez, in. which he states 
that he kitiéd himself in order not to aban- 
don the body of his general. The handwrit- 
ing of the letter has been verified and also 
every dctall of the fight, time and circum- 
stances when Macco-and the son of Gomez 
were wounded. Ail these details have been 
published in Europe by telegrams from 
both Spanish ahd foreign correspondents. 
(Signed.) Tetuan.”’

He Thinks the Temperance Question

Colonel P. W. Meldrim, of Chatham, has 
under consideration a unique method 
which he thinks might result in a settle- 
ment of the vexed temperance question.

Colonel Meldrim’s idea is to establish’ a 
qualification for persons who may have the 
privilege of purchasing intoxicating drinks 
under all circumstances. He proposes that 
no persons be allowed, under law, to pur- 
chase liquors and intoxicating drinks who 
are known to be habitual drunkards or who 
are not fit persons to be allowed to buy 
whisky by reason of drunkenness at the 
time they may desire to purchase such 
liquors. 

Colonel Meldrim says the law ae it exists 
seeks to prevent saloon keepers and other 
dealers from selling intoxicating liquors to 
drunken persons azi@ that it is just as rea- 
sonable to make it unlawful for any person 
who is drunk to purchase liquor. He 
thinks that it would be a food plan to 
authorize some proper county officer, the 
ordinary, for instanve, who shall hear 
cases and issue licenses to persons «quali- 
fled to purchase liquors by reason of pre- 
vious good conduct.

These were the arrival of 
buggies containing two men each, and the 
appearance on the streets at an hour when 
things are usually very quiet of a number 
of parties unknown to myself. Another 
party at about 12 o'clock positively affirmed 
that there were 500 men within a mile of the 
town getting ready to storm the jail and 
take the prisoners out. With Judge E. F. 
Dupree, of the county court, I wenit to the 
place indicated, our purpose being to make 
such statement to the men as would deter 
them from carrying their intentions into ex- 
ecution. We arrived at the neck of the 
woods designated as a rendezvous, and 
found neither a man nor a horse, nor any 
indication of the presence of anything like 
a mob. Being satisfied from my own ob- 
servations, and from consultation with sev- 
eral gentlemen that the report of 500 men 
was the product of a mind influenced by 
moonshine liquor, I advised all present to 
that effect, and they all retired to bed. 
There was another further disturbanee that 
night. On the next morning, bearing in 
mind the still unexplained circumstances of 
the unusual arrival of vu rious parties in 
town, I investigated the matter carefully 
and ascertained that there had been a very 
large party two miles south of Zebulon on 
Monday night, and that the various young 
men who were seen on the streets were 
returning from hat party, and their pres- 
ence in Zebulon was due elther to the desire 
to get warm or to get a drink, perhaps 
both,”’

BRUNSWICK’S MAYOR MUDDLE. 


Decision of Supreme Court Quoted on 
Judge Crovatt’s Claims. . 

Brunswick, Ga., December 15.—(Special.) 
Brunewick’s mayoralty muddle grows more 
complicated each day. The startler was 
the announcement of the defeated candi- 
date, Judge Crovatt, that he would be the 
next mayor. 

Attorneys Johnson and Krauss claim that 
even should Mayor-elect Mason be ineli- 
gible, Judge Covatt cannot hold the office, 
and quote a decision of the supreme court 
of Georgia of 1882. 

Thomas A. Swearinger and William W. 
Hardwick were candidates for clerk and 
treasurer of the town of Oglethorpe, in 
Macon county. Swaeringer received a ma- 
jority of the votes and Hardwick contested 
on the grounds that Swearinger“was not a 
resident. and therefore ineligible. 

In rendering a decision the court used 
these words, which fit the logal situation | 
exactly: . 

“Under no circumstances could we per- 
mit the informant (Hardwick) to be in- 
stalled into these appointments, he not 
having received a majority of the legal 
votes of the city.

Secretary of State and Attorney General 
~~ Listen To Strong Arguments. 


CASE IS VERY IMPORTANT 


Stone Mountain and Decatur Both 
Anxious To Be County Site. 


DECATUR SAYS THE SITE CAN'T BE MOVED 


Stone Mountain Says Election Was in 
Its Favor and Asks for a Certifi- 
cate to That Effect. 


be 

Secretary of State Candler and Attorney 
General Terrell listened. yesterday morning 
to the argument in the case of the re- 
moval of the county site of DeKalb county 
from Decatur to Stone Mountain. 

The case has been of great interest to. 
the parties most concerned. The commis- 
sioners of the county have proceeded to 
levy a tax for the erection of a new court- 
house against the wishes of the people of 
the county. The levying of this tax caused 
great dissatisfaction, and the citizens of 
Stone Mountain made an attempt to have 
the county site removed and in that way 
gettle the question. An election was held 
for the purpose of changing the county site 
and it was on this election that the hear- 
ing was had. 

It has been charged that the commission- 
ers of DeKalb county, who undertook to 
levy a tax for the purpose of erecting a 
new courthouse, were illegally elected, and 
there will very likely be some complica- 
tions In that matter. This leaves the af- 
fairs of DeKalb county im a strange state, 
and it is possible that the commissioners 
will be abolished and the county § site 


moved. 
Colonel Glenn Argues. 

Colonel W. C. Glenn, representing the 
citizens of Stone Mountain and arguing 
that the election was legal and the court- 
house should be removed. opened the case. 

It is asked by the people represented by 
him that the secretary of state issue a cer- 
tificate that the election was legally held 
and that two-thirds of the votes cast were 
for the removal of the county site to Stone 
Mountain... The last clause in the request 
is as follows: 

“We respectfully request that you issue 
a certificate that said election was held in 
the mode and manner required by law, 
and that two-thirds of the qualified voters 
of the county voting at an election held 
for that purpose, voted for removal to 
Stone Mountain, and that it appears that 
two-thirds of the votes cast at said elec- 
tion are in favor of removal to Stone 
Mountain.’’ 

The issuance of this certificate by the sec- 
retary of state woulti throw the question 
before the next session of the legislature. 
The counsel for the citizens of Decatur ob- 


' jected to this certificate and argued against 


it yesterday moming. 

Colonel Glenn argued that the election 
held for the purpose of deciding whether 
or mot the county site should be removed 
was legal, and according to the constitu- 
tion should be moved to Stone Mountain. 

He cited law on the questien and read 
the clauses in the constitution and im the 
gection of the state code referring to elec- 
tions of this kind. The constitution says 
that two-thirds of the qualified voters of 
the county voting in an election shall be 
necessary to remove the county site. Colo- 
nel Glenn said that the act referring 
to Fannin.county tothe .effect. that two- 
thirds of the voters voting in the election 
controlled had been practically constructed 
by the legislature. 

Spoke for Decatur. 

Colomel M. A. Candler, who has studied 
the question relative of the removal of the 
county site from Decatur very carefully, 
opened the argument for Decatur by an 
able address. Hey 

He read the constitution on elections for 
the removal of a county site and laid par- 
ticular stress on the part of it in which it 
states that a vote of “two-thirds of the 
qualified voters of the county’”’ is neces- 
sary to remove the county site. 

Colonel Candler was asked by the attor- 
ney general if the secretary of state did 
not have sonia sort of jurisdiction in the 
matter. Colonel Candler’s argument was 
principally to su0éw that the clause in the 
constitut'on calling for a two-thirds vote 
of the qualified voters did not allow the 
election to be carried when two-thirds of 
the votes cast were for one place. Two- 
thirds of the voters in the county must 
cast their ballots or’ the question cannot be 
decided. 


Colonel Harrison Argues. 

At the conclusion of Colonel Candler’s 
argument Colonel Z. D. Harrison continued 
the argument for Decatur. 

Mr. Harrison took the stand that the 
secretary could not issue the certificate. 
The secretary, he said, was a necessary 
part of the machinery provided by law and 
the action of the legislature must be based 
on his certificate. Colonel Harrison was 
asked by the attorney general if the legis- 
lature could not act if the certificate was 
refused by the secretary of state. The 
proper proceedings in such an event, said 
Colonel Harrison, would be application for 
a& mandamus. 

Does Silence Mean Consent? 

During the argument of tie case the 
question of whether or not silence means 
consent was raised. Colonel Harrison held 
that the voters of DeKalb county did not 
cast their ballot because they were of the 
opinion that their silence would be equiva- 
lent to a negative vote. The convention, he 
said, did not even take voters to go to the 
polis. If two-thirds of the qualified voters 
of the county did not vote for the removal 
the removal could not be made. The vot- 
ers, he said, remained at home in the belief 
ag they were protected by fhe constitu-

The weather synopsis and forecast issued 
yesterday is as follows: 

The observations made by the weather 
bureau last night showed the controlling 
features of the weather to be a storm of 
considerable energy central off the Virginia 
and North Carolina coast, and an area of 
high barometric pressure which occupied 
the entire central and western portion of 
the country. 

The storm is of considerable volume and 
its clouds extend almost over the entire 
eastern portion of the country, and within 
this region rain, though generally of a 
Nght nature, fell yesterday. At 8 o’clock 
last night it was raining all along the 
middie Atlamtic coast, and the rainfall 
was accompanied by high winds, and heavy 
gales were reported from that section 
during the day. 

The thermal changes have been about 
uniform, the temperature falling from 6 
to 10 degrees im all sections. There was 
no extremely cold weather on the map last 
night. 

The mean temperature in Atlanta was 80 
degrees, which was only 5 degrees colder 
than on the previous day. The humidity, 
however, was higher, which, together with 
the high northwesterly winds which pre- 
vailed, made it seem very much colder. 

The barometer rose in this section all 
ren yesterday, and it is still rising; and, 
judging from the reports received, the 
weather today should be fair and cool.

A New Year’s 
Gift 
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Ticket Speculators Want To Come to. 
Atlanta on Bryan Day. 
TRIED TO CORNER THE SEATS 


Manager Comstock Says That He Will 
Shut Them Out. 


OVATIONS ALL ALONG THE LINE 


Crowds Will Be Out To See Mr. Bryan 
on His Way to Atlanta—Interest 
Over the State. 


The speculators want to get in on the 
Bryan speech. One of them telegraphed 
from New Orleans yesterday. offering $1,000 
cash for 2,500 admission tickets. The idea 
‘seemed to be to get hold of a large number 
of admission tickets and then raise the 


price. 

This was signed F. J. Fallon. The specu- 
lators saw an opportunity for a big thing 
if they could only get hold of the tickets. 
Their scheme was to buy a great batch of 
seats at a slight discount if Mr. Comstock 
would consent, and then demand one or two 
dollars for them, and even more, if the 
people would stand ft and pay the price. 

But Mr. Comstock has not been in the 
business twenty years for nothing. He 
has handled the largest houses in the 
United States, and has had years of ex- 
perience with the speculator. He knows 
their tricks as well as they do themselves, 
and he was not a minute in dropping on to 
Mr, Fallon’s scheme. He did not know 
Mr. Fallon, but he knew the scheme, and 
did not take any of it. With 2,500 good 
seats in his possession, a speculator could 
make one or two thousand dollars in a day. 

(Mr. Comstock replied to Mr. Fallon: 
“Bryan tickets for sale at box office at 
night of address at regular price.’ 

To shut out the speculator, Mr. Comstock 
has given instructions that not more than 
six tickets be sold to any one person at 
one time, except in cases of clubs or out-of- 
town parties. By restricting the number to 
be sold to one purchaser in this way, spec- 
ulators will be hampered in their efforts to 
get a corner on the house. 

The demand from out of town will be 
very large. Requests were received yester- 
dey for reserved seats from Newnan, Cov- 
ingron, Rome, Marietta, Athens, LaGrange, 
Gainesville, Cartersville and as far away 
as Opelika. Newnan will send up a large 
delegation, perhaps as many as 100. There 
is no doubt about the desire to see and 
hear Mr. Bryan. More than thirty re- 
quests for seats came by telegraph. This 
is just the beginning, as the seats only go 
on sale today. In order to facilitate the 
reservation of seats, Mr. Ccmstock has 
arranged to have a branch ticket office at 
Beermann’s, and he will have another 
branch on Whitehall street somewhere in 
the business section, There is a good in- 
quiry about boxes, and the prospects are 
that a large proportion of the audience will 
be composed of ladies, During the cam- 
paign Mr. Bryan made several speeches 
exclusively to ladies. These speeches were 
generally in the afternoons, and every time 
that he spoke exclusively to them the hall 
was crowded. He always made a big hit 
with them, too, 

Mayor Porter King sent a telegram yes- 
terday to Mr. Bryan extending to him the 
freedom of the city. 

“You are welcome to the city of Atlanta, 
and its freedom is yours,’’ the mayor wired. 

This is unusual to formally extend the 
freedom of an American city 'to a visitor, 
and it is only done in the case of some 
especially distinguished guest. 

Auvices from up the Western and Atlantic 
railroad say that at every station on Tues- 
day afternoon there will be a large crowd 
out to greet Mr. Bryan on his way down. 
So he will very likely have one of his cam- 
paign trips, with an ovation at every _. 
ping place. Whether he will speak as he 
used to do is unknown, 

Some large parties are being made up at 
one or two stations to board the train and 
come down with Mr. Bryan Tuesday after- 
noon. Mr. Comstock has arranged to have 
telegrams sent to him from every stopping 
place from the time Mr. Bryan leaves 
Lincoln. 

Governor Atkinson has written a letter of 
welcome to Mr. Bryan, inviting him to 
visit the state and assuring him of a cordial 
reception’ here. This is in line with the 
joint resolution adopted by ‘the general as- 
sembly Saturday, and taken together are 
calculated to make a very pleasant im- 
pression on the distinguished visitor. 

A personal representative of Mr. Com- 
stock will visit a number of towns along the 
railroads leading out of Atlanta for the

NEW SUIT BROUGHT. 


James P. Harrison Dismisses One at 
Aitthens and Files Another. 


The Northeastern continues to be a bone 
of contention among the lessees. 

Yesterday Mr. Harrson’s attorneys, 
Messrs. Lumpkin and Burnett, of Athens, 
filed suit in the superior court of Fulton

Mr. Richards gays that he has bougitt a 
large quantity of new rails, and he exhibit- 
ed a draft yesterday for $2,500 which h 
had just paid for a part of these rails. He 
says that the rails will be put in at once. 
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No Trace of the Holder Can Be Found. 
The Interest Amounts to 
Quite a Sum. 


The finance committee of the city coun- 
cil met yesterday afternoon for the ‘pur- 
pose of checking over the $82,967.50 worth of 
coupons, due July 1, 189%, and paid by the 
treasurer. These vouchers were carefully 
gone through with by the committee, can- 
celed and the report of Mr. Orme, the 
treasurer, accepted. 

At this meeting it was discovered that 
ten 8 per cent bonds for $1,000 each were 
issued by the city in 1872, on which no 
interest has been paid since 1886. In these 
ten years the 8 per cent interest on the 
$10,000 worth of bonds now amounts to 
$8,000. 

No trace of the bonds can be ascertained 
and from the enormous amount of interest 
now due, the presumption is that the 
holder is dead or else they have been de- 
stroyed by fire. 

If the bonds are never presented the city 
is $10,000 in; if they are, either now or five 
years thence, this interest will have to be 
paid.

Making a total for the day of 
GOVERNOR PARDONS MANY. 


Deserving Prisoners Given Christmas 
Presents in the Shape of Pardons. 

The order book of the executive depart- 
ment of the state contained an unusually 
lurge number of pardons yesterday. It was 
Governor Atkinson’s day for making de- 
serving prisoners a Christmas present of 
their liberty. 

On December 15th, every year, the gover- 
nor pardons a large number of prisoners 
who are recommended favorably by the 
principal keeper of the penitentiary. He 
also pardons a number of those who have 
made application to him. 

Yesterday fifteen were pardoned and two 
received commutations. They were as fol- 
lows: Jim Dean, convicted at superior 
court of Bibb county in 1893 and sentenced 
to eight years, pardoned; John Fox, con- 
victed at the superier court of Oglethorpe 
county in 1891 and sentenced to eight years, 
pardoned; Ernest Robbe, convicted at the 
superior court of Chatham county in 1896 
and sentenced to two years, pardoned; 
Charley White, convicted at the superior 
court of Early county in 1896, sentenced to 
eight months, sentence commuted to pay- 
ment of a fine of $50; Bud Heyward, con- 
victed in the superior court of Richmond 
county, pardoned; Charley Wheeler, con- 
victed at superior court of Cobb county, 
July ‘term 1895, of the crime of felony, par- 
doned; Jack Fletcher, convicted of simple 
larceny in 1893, pardoned; King Bethea, con- 
victed at the superior court of Washington 
county, in 1895, of the crime of simple 
larceny, pardoned; Israel Russell, convicted 
at the spring term, 1895, of Clayton superior 
court of assault with intent to rape, and 
sentenced to ten years, sentence commuted 
to five years; John Roebtck, convicted at 
Elbert superior court in 1895 of assault with 
intent to murder, and sentenced to two 
years, pardoned; Isham McDowell, convict- 
ed of assault with intent to murder at su- 
perior court of Montgomery county, and 
sentenced to two years, pardoned; Hiram 
Sterling, convicted of assault with intent to 
murder at Chatham superior court in 1889, 
and sentenced to ten years, pardoned; Ed 
Johnson, convicted at DeKalb county su- 
perior court in 1893 and sentenced to four 
years, pardoned; W. M,. Cunningham, con- 
victed of the crime of assault with intent 
to murder in 1888 and sentenced to ten 
years, pardoned; John Ford, convicted at 
the superior court of Lowndes county in 1894 
and sentenced to three years, pardoned; 
George Dixon, convicted at the superior 
court of Washington county “in 1894 and 
sentenced to four years, pardoned. 

Dennis Taylor, convicted at the October 
term, 1889, of Whitfield superior court of 
the crime of murder, and sentenced for life, 
pardoned. The evidence in this case, as 
shown in the application for pardon, went 
to snow that the man was insane at the 
time of the crime, and spent several years 
in the asylum after conviction. His pardon 
was strongly urged.

A Douglas County Moonshiner Run 
to Earth. 


Pat H. Moore, the, deputy United States 
collector, had a good nose for beer the oth- 
er might when he left Douglasville in 
search for the lurid moonshine liquid. He 
had scarcely gone more than nine miles 
when he discovered a distillery in the 
woods, and in it was stored 600 gallons of 
beer. 

The still was pulled out some distance 
from the distillery and buried im a pit sev- 
eral feet deep, and this was covered over 
with planks, leaves and brush for a blind. 

The still was made of copper, boiler 
shape, and had a capacity of fifty gallons. 
The beer was destroyed and John A. Small- 
wood was arrested, brought to Atlanta and 
tried yesterday before Commissioner 
Broyles and held tn $200 bond for the Marc 
term of the circuit court. . 

In the Umited States court there were 
two penitentiary cases, one of Edgar Ben- 
nett, for counterfelting, sent up for fifteen 
months, and the other, W. 8. Stallworth, 
on the same charge, and given two years. 

Besides these, twelve moonshine cases 
were diposed of, ranging anywhere from 
one to six months.

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The Republican Caucus Committee. 

Senator Wolcott, who is chairman of 
the republican caucus committee to re- 
port legislation in furtherance of an in- 
ternational bimetallic conference, says 
that the matter has been and will be 
chiefly considered with a view to so 
framing legislation that the incoming 
president will be at liberty to act imme- 
diately upon his inauguration and with- 
out waiting for any further legislative 
action. 

In the course of his remarks, which 
were addressed to a reporter and intend- 
ed for publication, Senator Wolcott said: 

There were thousands of republicans 
in the west who were in accord with 
so much of the Chicago platform as 
stood for the free coinage of silver, but 
who were unable to accept the other 
planks of the platform. There were also, 

in the great middle states, hundreds of 

thousands of republicans, earnest bi- 

metallists, who voted tthe republican 
ticket because they believed the finan- 
cial plank in the St. Louis platform to 
be a sacred pledge committing the party 
to an earnest effort to secure inter- 
national bimetallism. So far as I can 
observe the sentiment is practically 
unanimous among republican senators 
in favor of an earnest and steadfast ef- 
fort toward international agreement. I 
do not anticipate any serious trouble 
in the way of securing any such legisla- 
tion as has been outlined and which 
will prepare the way for this erfort. So 
far as I can learn there is no opposition 
on the part of either democrats or 
populists to such legislation as has been 
outlined, for I think it may be truthful- 
ly said that 99 per cent of the people 
of this country are bimetallists, and 
even those who believe that this coun- 
try, alone, can matiatain the double 
standard have no sort of objection to 
the same result being accomplished by 
international agreement, if it shall be 
possible. 
We are of the opinion that Mr. Wol- 
cott does not miss the truth very far 
in his statement as to the feeling 
of the people in regard to bimetallism. 
We think, too, that he correctly inter- 
prets the attitude of the democrats and 
populists who are convinced that this 
country can maintain the double stand- 
ard unaided and alone. While believ- 
ing that the true solution of the money 
question is the prompt and independent 
action of this country, they are also in 
favor of bimetallism if it can be brought 
about by the concerted action of the 
nations that now have the single gold 
Standard. Not only will they refrain 
from throwing any obstacle in the way 
of the republican plans to secure inter- 
national bimetallism, but they will give 
those plans their earnest support. 

The republicans are solemnly pledged 
to promote .international bimetallism, 
and no matter how their leaders may 
regard the project, they will either have 
to make a show of bringing it about or 
face the indignation of the people at the 
polls. And the efforts they propose to 
make will clear up the situation and 
make many matters plain that are now 
dark to the average voter. 

If the republicns succeed in bringing 
about international bimetallism, that 
will settle the matter. If they fail, their 
failure will demonstrate, first, that the 
proposition for an international agree- 
ment is merely a plan to delude Ameri- 
can voters and thus prevent independent 
action; second, that the republican pa rty 
is not as powerful as some of its sup- 
porters in the west have been led to be- 
lieve. 

The republicans will prove either that 
international bimetallism can be easily 
established, or that it is a catch phrase 
te deceive American voters. For Mr. 
McKinley, having not only his party 
but the whole peop'e behind him in this 
matter, has it in his power to compel 
Europe to consent to the establishment 
of an international ratio, or to show ‘its 
true disposition in the matter. If there 
is anything whatever in the internation- 
al proposition, Mr. McKinley can pluck 
the fruits thereof for the people and 
for the republican party. 

He will find no opposition to his ef- 
forts anywhere, for the most influential]

Is the Coroner To Lose His Job? 

There is now pending in the legisla- 
ture of Michigan a bill which seeks to 
abolish the office of coroner in that 
state, 

As a natural consequence the office 
holders whose security is endangered by 
this measure have risen up in bitter pro- 
test and, from the present outlook, there 
will be a heated contest in the legisla- 
ture, 

It is claimed by those who uphold the 

measure that the coroner is a useless 
functionary, and that his office is a 
relic of primitive days. The Chicago 
Times-Herald, in a recent editorial, sides 
with the author of the bfll and urges 
the Michigan legislature to abolish the 
office. 

The The Times-Herald contends that, 
while the desirability of a post-mortem 
investigation is just as strong today as 
in the earlier ife of the country, the 
changed condition of things has re 
moved the necessity for such an officer. 
One of the factors operating against the 
coroner, in the opinion of The Times- 
Herald, is the press. With the light 
which the newspapers of the day shed 
upon sudden deaths it is easy enough 
to determine the producing causes with- 
out the expensive intervention of a cor- 
oner and his jury. On this ground 
chiefly it is urged that the office of cor- 
oner should be abolished. 

On the other hand, it is claimed by 
those who oppose the measure that cor- 
oners are just as indispensable today as 
they were at the time when the office 
was first created. It is also claimed 
that justice requires a thorough inves- 
tigation of every sudden death at the 
time when the circumstances surround- 
ing it are fresh. Otherwise crime might 
frequently be hidden and the guilty go 
unpunished. 

Without taking any positive stand in 
the matter it is interesting to note the 
warmth of debate which has already 
been elicited by the proposition in Michi- 
gan. If the bill passes the legislature 
it will not be until the coroners have 
exhausted every resource within their 
means, and a bitter fight has been 
waged. 
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The South in the Cabinet. 

It is the general impression that Mr. 
McKinley, when he comes to make his 
cabinet appointments, will select at least 
one of his advisers from the south, It 
has been hinted that he may give two 
southern men places in his cabinet. 
Among the names of those who have 
been mentioned is that of Major J. F. 
Hanson, of Macon, and The Constitution 
is sure that Mr. McKinley would have 
to go far in order to make an appoint- 
ment that would, under the circum- 
stances, be more satisfactory to repre- 
sentative republicans and to business 
men of both parties, or that would add 
more substantially to the strength of 
his administration. 

We say, under the circumstances, and 
the circumstances we refer to are those 
that make it certain that if a, southern 
man is to receive a cabinet appointment 
he must be a republican, and must be 
fully committed to those policies and 
principles for which the republican par- 
ty stands. The Constitution does not 
suggest the name of Major Hanson be- 
cause it agrees with his political. views. 
On the tariff, the money question, and 
on all propositions tending toward class 
legislation, The Constitution and Major 
Hanson are as wide apart as the poles. 
He believes in the highest of high pro- 
tection, and in all the projects which 
the republicans have invented for the 
purpose of making capital more import- 
ant and powerful than the men who 
create it. 

But the fact remains that if a southern 
man is appointed to a cabinet place he 
must hold to opinions which are at 
variance with those held Dy the demo- 
cratic masses. Consequently we look 
somewhat beyond these things and find 
reasons outside of them why the ap- 
pointment of Major Hanson would be 
appropriate, and, in a large measure, 
useful to the south and its interests. 
He is a republican, but not a mere poli- 
tician, not a place-hunter, and he is one 
of the most enterprising and successful 
business men in this section. 

And the has ideas and energies that 
carry his activities far beyond the lim- 
its of his own personal affairs. He is, 
in short, one of the most public-spirited 
citizens of Georgia and the south—a 
thorough believer in the industrial fu- 
ture of this section, and one of the most 
earnest and untiring workers in behalf 
of the material progress of the south. 
He is a man of affairs in the highest 
and best sense, and has the confidence 
and esteem of all those elements that 
make up what may be called the busi- 
ness south. 

Major Hanson is at the head of many 
large industrial interests, is the presi- 
dent of the Georgia Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, and is connected with various 
enterprises of importance. But, as we 
have said, his personal interests have 
no bearing on his fitness as a cabinet 
officer, except in so far as they dem- 
monstrate a singular aptness for the 
larger transactions of affairs, and a 
special qualification for the execution of 
more importnt trusts. 

Major Hanson is a representative busi- 
ness man of the south, and he has made 
himself both conspicuous and popular 
by the eager zeal with which he has 
forwarded eveny enterprise that has for 
its purpose the upbuilding of the south, 
promoted its industrial development and 
urged the rehabilitation of its waste 
places. Such an appointment as that 
of Major Hanson would please not only 
those republicans who have made them- 
selves respected in the south, but all 
who feel that the time has arrived for 
even a republican president to recognize 
the business interests of the south. 


Our National Domain. 

With the hope ef arousing a deeper 
interest in agricultural pursuits, the 
United States government in 1862 adopt- 
ed what is known as tthe free homestead 
law. This law, which is sill operative, 
gives to each individual who is willing 
to aid the government in subduing its 


the government 
Aside from the land parceled out under 
this statute, however, the government 
has sold directly to enterprising pion- 
eers as many a8 335,000,000 acres, mak- 
ing a total of 498,000,000 acres with- 
drawn from the national domain since 
1862. 

Using these figures as a basis The 
Chattanooga Tradesman estimates that 
8,111,250 farms, each possessing 160 
acres, have sprung up from the govern- 
ment’s wild lands since the free home 
stead law was enacted. 

While these figures are interesting 

they are also instructive. They show 
that a marked degree of progress has 
been attained within the last few years 
and that a vast sum has been added to 
the nation’s wealth. Before these lands 
were reclaimed from the forest jungles 
in which they were found and made by 
dint of patient industry to wear the 
smile of tillage they were virtually of 
little worth to the government. Today, 
however, they sustain no less than 18,- 
000,000 occupants besides contributing a 
vast supply of grain and other products 
to the world’s markets. Whereas a few 
years ago these lands were densely 
wrapped in primeval solitude and with- 
out commercial value, except for the 
trees which grew upon them, they are 
today worth millions. Under the trans- 
forming touch of American labor these 
gloomy forests have been converted {n- 
to rich and fertile districts, abounding 
in all the fruits of mother earth and 
supplying the nation with food and 
prosperity. 
To the industrious farmer belongs the 
credit of this wonderful transformation. 
With sublime faith and courage he has 
braved the solitudes of frontier. life and 
endured the extremes of heat and cold; 
and while he has realized but little in 
his own right, it cannot be denied that 
his plowslHare has been a potent factor 
in the nation’s progress. 
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On to Boston. 

After a vigorous campaign of five 
weeks Mr. Moody has closed his inter- 
esting series of revival meetings in New 
York city. 

Seldom has the metropolis been 
stirred by such a powerful influence as 
the one which the great preacher has 
exercised during the meetings which 
have just closed. Aside from the fact 
that quite a large number of saloons 


have disappeared from the public thor- 


oughfares within the last few weeks, 
the good results of Mr. Moody’s preach- 
ing have manifested themselves in other 
ways. 

It was predicted at the start that lit- 
tle good would be derived from these 
meetings, but without allowing such a 
prediction to cast a damper over his 
spirit, Mr. (Moody entered upon his la- 
bors with increased zeal. As the result 
of his magnetic preaching of the gospel 
vast multftudes have been attracted to 
his services in Cooper Union, and sever- 
al hundred have professed conversion. 
Altogether it has been one of the most 
remarkable series of meetings that New 
York city has ever known. 

Within the next few days Mr. Moody 
will start a religious campaign in Bos- 
ton. In devoting his attention to the 
great cities of the country, the evangel- 
ist has undertaken a gigantic task, but 
one which will no doubt produce a rich 
harvest of good. 
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The Growing Importance of Alaska. 
Until recent years the purchase of 
Alaska from the Russian government 
was regarded by many in this country 
as a grave national mistake. 
One reason for this {mpression is 
found in the extreme northern latitude 
which the peninsula occupies. Because 
of the severe climate peculiar to that 
remote section of the map, it was com- 
monly supposed that Alaska could pro- 
duce nothing short of icebergs. 
While the purchase covered 580,000 
square miles and made a handsome ad- 
dition to the geographical extent of the 
nation, it was thought for quite a while 
that congress had virtually squandered 
$7,200,000, which was the price of the 
territory purchased from Russia. 
Since Alaska has been recognized as 
a part of this country the serious ap- 
prehensions which formerly existed in 
regard to the purchase have gradually 
disappeared. From the’ seal industry 
alone quite a handsome sum has been 
realized within the past few years, 
With respect to the fisheries which 
have been a source of international dis- 
pute between England and this country 
for some time it may be said that large 
profits ‘have accrued to the owners of 
these fisheries and that chiefly to this 
account is due our present misunder- 
standing with England. 
But there is still another source of 
wealth which has recently been discov- 
ered in Alaska. Some four or five years 
ago it was found fhat the soil was 
threaded with rich seams of gold, and 
that a new field was opened to mining 
enterprise. As the result of this dis- 
closure a large number of enterprising 
individuals flocked to Alaska and began 
at once to search for the precious metal. 
In 1895 the total output of gold reached 
$3,000,000, while, for the present year, 
it will hardly fall short of $5,000,000. A 
corps of men recently sent out by the 
geological survey made fresh discover- 
ies in the neighborhood of the Yukon 
river. 

From these figures it wil be observed 
that Alaska is steadily growing in im-

Taylor Delk's Attorneys Insist That Tom 
Must Live Awhile, 
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HEARING BEFORE GOVERVOR ATRIWSOR 


The Outlaw Is in a Despondent Mood 
and Believes That He Will Die 
Talks of His Past Career 
and What Caused His 
Downfall.

Tom Delk, who is sentenced to hang Fri- 
Guy for the murder of Sheriff Guinn, of 
Pike county, was brought to Atlanta and 
locked in his old cell in the Fulton county 
jail yesterday morning. 

No one but Sheriff Slade and the attor- 
neys knew that Tom was to be transferred. 
The removal was made quietly and cautious- 
ly for fear of violence. So quietly was the 
change made that those in Zebulon knew 
nothing of the matter till Tom was well on 
his way to Atlanta. . 

The authorities at the Fulton county jail 
knew nothiug of the change and were great- 
ly surprised when the familiar face of Tom 
Delk was seen at the prison door. 

The new move in the case does not mate- 
rially affect the welfare of Tom Delk.~ If 
Taylor Delk’s attorneys are successful he 
will obtain only a short respite. The mo- 
tion for a respite for Tom is made solely 
for the benefit of his father. ' 

Tom is the principal and almost the only 
witness in the case of Taylor Delk and it 
is absolutely necessary, the attorneys claim, 
tat he be present to testify in the case if 
the motion for a new trial, now pending, is 
granted. The motion for a respite is not 
intended to keep Tom from hanging. The 
attorneys for Taylor Delk admit that Tom 
is guilty, but at the same time believe that 
he should be allowed to live and testify in 
the case of his father. 

The Hearing Yesterday. 

Yesterday Glenn & Rountree and C. J. 
Haden, as attorneys for Taylor Delk, pre- 
sented the governor with a motion for 
respite. On this motion the case was set 
for yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

At the appointed time the attorneys for 
Delk, together with J. F. Redding, who ap- 
peared for the state in the case, Sheriff 
Slade and a few interested spectators were

The motion, which Was previously pre- 
sented to the governor, was as follows:

“My brother says he wants this man as 
a witness. He had this witness and he 
examined him thoroughly. The testimony 
of Tom Delk injured the old man nore 
than it benefited him. Now he wants Tom 
present, wants the jury to see his face and 
expression. He wants Tom _ respited be- 
cause he has asked for a new trial, which 
will probably never be granted. I feel it 
my duty as a citizen of the county and an 
attorney in this case to protest against 
the respite. 

“There is no doubt on the face of the 
earth of old man Delk’s guilt. There is 
no jury that would believe him innocent 
after hearing the testimony in the case. 
There are many things in the case which 
go to show that Tom’s testimony would 
not affect the result of another trial. 

“The attorneys for Taylor Delk admit 
Tom Delk's guilt and I don’t think it right 
to postpone his sentece when it is admit- 
ted that he is guilty of murdering a follow 
man and should hang for the crime. I 
earnestly protest against a postponement 
of the execution and think the people of 
the state would object.” 


Colonel Glenn Concludes. 

Colonel Glenn stated that after hearing 
Mr Redding’s side of the case he «ould 
hardly belleve that he had been down to 
Pike county and heard the Delk trial. He 
stated that the whole family of Delks 
were not treated like human beings. Trey 
were treated like dogs and brutes, be said, 
and given no justice. 

Here Mr. Redding rose and begged to 
differ with Colonel Glenn. They had quite 
‘a warm tilt and had to be called to order 
by Governor Atkinson. 

“Those people in Pike county,” said 
Colonel Glenn, ‘‘can't see anything under 
heaven that will go in behalf of the Delks. 
My friend says the jury that convicted 
him knew his guilt. If that was so why 
did they go out one afternoon and not re- 
turn until the next; why didn’t thay go 
eut and come back in three minutes? 

“My brother argues that the respiting of 
Totrn Delk would be an expense to the 
state. It is the same argument used by 
every lynch tnob in Georgia. They don’t 
want to wait for the courts to take action; 
they are too slow.”’ 

Colonel Glenn then went into the details 
of the case and showed where there was 
no reason why old man Delk could have 
shot the sheriff and showed where the 
guilty parties were Tom and Langford. 

“Old man Delk ts innocent and Tom is 
the main witness. I don’t care what crime 
he is held for. I don’t care if the blood 
of a hundred Cuinns is on his head. This 
old rrean should not be deprived of a wit- 
ness.”’ 

Colonel Glenn then criticised Judge Beck 
for advising the gevernor not to grant the 
respite. He said he wouldn’t be the man 
to go before the governor and protest 
against the respite of a man; even if the 
man was the worst criminal on earth he 
would hands off. The # governor told 
Colonel Glenn that whatever was said by 
Judge Beck to him was said in the ca- 
pacity of advisor and at his request. The 
case, he said, would be decided on its 
merits. 

Culonel Glenn closed his argument by 
stating thut he had come before the gov- 
ernor to ask him to allow Taylor Delk to 
receive a fair trial. 

At the close of the hearing the governor 
stated that he would give the sheriff his 
orders today, but gave no intimation of

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NEW POSTAL REFORM 


Postmen Will Hereafter Sell Stamps at 
Citizens’ Doors. 


POSTAL BOXES TO BE PUT IN 


Improvement in Postal Methods In- 
'. gugurated—What Postmaster 
Fox Thinks of It. 


Atlanta has been selected ag one of four 
southern cities in which to try Postmaster 
General Willson’s house-to-house collection 
and delivery system. 

This has for a long fime been a pet 
scheme of the postmaster general's and the 
new order will at once be tested in Wash- 
ington and as soonas declared practicable 
extended to the following southern cities: 
Atlanta, New Orleans, Richmond and 
Vicksburg. 

The new plan provides for the sale of 
postage and special delivery stamps by let- 
ter carriers, by means of the house collec- 
tion and delivery boxes and an official 
stamp-selling envelope has been approved 
to carry the project into effect. 

The sceme is to have a private mail box 
for each residence and business house in a 
city, provided the parties desiring the privi- 
lege will pay the expense of having the box 
erected, The government will, of course, 
select a box of regulation size and pattern 
and will have it divided into two compart- 
ments—one for mail received and one for 
mail to be sent out. 

Postmaster Fox believes the plan imprac- 
ticable and expensive. A notice of this or- 
der was sent to the Atlanta office some 


time ago, but no order has ever been given 
for its introduction and trial.

Colonel Glenn Speaks. 

The angument in the ‘hearing for a 
respite for Tom Delk was opened by Colo- 
nel W. C. Glenn. He stated that the gov- 
ernor had undoubtedly read the motion for 
a respite and little comment was needed 
upon it. He told of the importance to the 
case of Taylor Delk of Tom Delk. If Tom 
was hanged, he said, it would badly cripple 
the strength of the new trial and the inno- 
cence of Taylor Delk could not so easily 
be shown. 

“We maintain and will continue to main- 
tain,” said Colonel Glenn, “‘that old man 
Taylor Delk is innocent of the crime with 
which he is charged. In order to show his 
innocence it is necessary that Tom Delk 
testify. Tom is absolutely necessary. 

“If old man Delk is innocent, he should 
be given a chance to prove his innocence, 
His main witness should be allowed to tes- 
tify. This trial has been criticised already 
and these men should not be changed from 
criminals to martyrs. 

“T haven’t one particle of interest in Tom 
Delk. I wouldn’t care if he hanged tomorrow 
if it wasn’t for my client. The sooner Tom 
hangs the better. But he shouldn't be al- 
lowed to die when he may be the means of 
saving an innocent man’s life.” 

Here Governor Atkinson interrupted Colo- 
nel Glenn to make a supposition. “‘Suppose,” 
Said the governor, “that both these men 
were not charged with the murder of Sheriff 
Guinn. Suppose that Tom had:killed a man 
off somewhere else and was sentenced to 
hang for the crime, and was needed as a 
witness in his father’s case, would this be 
enough consideration for the granting of 
the respite.” 

“That would throw a different light on 
the case,” said Colonel Glenn. “‘But I do 
not think an innocent man should be made 
to die just because of the lack of wit- 
nesses who would clear him. 

“The only thing against this case,” con- 
tinued Colonel Glenn, “is that it is the 
Delks and that the affair happened just 
as it did. Old man Delk is innocent and 
in order to prove his innocence it is neces- 
-Sary to have Tom present. I assert and 
believe that this is a request that has 


never been refused in a country governed . 


by common law. And I was never more 
surprised in my life than when Judge 
Beck said he would protest against this 
respite. It would be all right for the 
Sovernor, acting in his official capacity, 
to refuse to grant a respite, but it is not 
right for a judge of the superior court to 
let a man on trial for his life be deprived 
of a main witness.

He Talks of His Chances. 

By special permission of Sheriff Slade, of 
Pike county, and Colonel C. J. Haden, a 
Constitution man was admitted to Tom’s 
cell yesterday afternoon. The prisoner 
talked very freely about his outlook and 
his past experiences. 

“Oh, yes,”’ said he, “it looks purty dark 
fer me now, but somehow or other I never 
hava believed I would be hung and I don’t 
believe it rcw. Of ccurse you know I never 
had justice in Pike county. Those people 
down thar are too strong against ime fer 
fairness. I never expected it when I went 
thar. Both trials they gave me were simply 
cut and dried, and God knows I don’t be- 
lieve the people of Georgia are going ter let 
me be hung on such treatment as I re- 
ceived in Pike county without more show. 

“Sheriff Slade and his men wus mighty 
kind to me, but I tell you the people wus 
against me. I never stood no more chance 
thar than a snowball in h—. Ever 
since they took me thar I’ve been afeard 
they’d lynch me, and I tell you I’m mighty 
glad ter git buck here whar 1 can feel 
safe. 

“What about the shooting of Guinn? 
Well, I hain’t got much ter say long that 
line. I will acknowledge I wus in the house 
at the time, andéthis is the first time I’ve 
done that. Me and Langford wus there to- 
gether, but I ain’t going ter tell who fired 
the shot. I don’t know whar Langford is. 
I ain’t heard from him since he left the 
country. 

“Now, I want to tell you one thing, and 
before God, it’s the truth. Here they've got 
old pa locked up fer this murder, when he 
is as innocent as a baby.

ANOTHER DEKALB COUNTY FIGHT IS BEGUN 


This Is Over the Bill Abolishing the 
County Commission—The Day as 
It ‘Passed in the Senate. 


At 3 o’clock this afternoon the senate 
committee on appropriations will take up 
the general appropriation bill for final set- 
tlement. 

The committee had a long session yester- 
day and devoted its entire time to hearing 
the advocates of the various appropriations 
which are in dispute. Hon. N. J. Hammond 
and Professor H. C. White appeared for 
the university, Hon. Clarence Knowles, 
Hon. N. E. Harris and Professor Lyman 
Hall appeared for the Technological 
echool, Hon. W. A. Charters appeared for 
the North Georgia Agricultural college, 
Captain Bradwell and Chancellor Boggs ap- 
peared for ‘the normal school, Colonel T. M. 
Hunt, Dr. T. O. Powell and L. J. Lamar 
appeared for the lunatic asylum, and 
Hon. Felix Corput argued in favored of the 
Georgia School for the Deaf. 

No vote fias been taken on any of these 
items, but as stated, these items and the 
military and common schools appropria- 
tions will de definitely settled so far as the 
committee is concerned at its meeting this 
afternoon. 

‘A Railroad Fight. 


The senate devoted most of the morning 


The senate at its morning séssion. passed 
a dill introduced by Senator Witcher, pro- 
vidirg that the injurious effect of alcohol 
and tobacco shali be taught in the public 
schools. The bill brought out quite a dis- 
cussion. The fourth section of it, which 
provides that no teachep who does not stand 
a Sat sfactory examination on this subject 
after January 1, 1897, be allowed to teach 
in Georgia, was a bone of contention. A 
motion was made to do away with these 
examinations, but it was lost. On motion 
of Senator Gray, the paragraph of the 
bill which provides for the removal of the 
boards of education which fail to teach this 
branch, was. stricken .from the measure, 
and the effect of the bill as it finally 
passed is to leave the matter wholly in the 
discretion of the county board of educa- 
tion. 

Senator Atkinson made a strong speech 
on the subject of the evils of whisky, and 
he stated that he believed good effects could 
be brought about from this bill. It was his 
speech that turned the tide in favor of the 
bill, which, on a call of the yeas and nays, 
passed by a vote of 29 to 12.

Senator Hudson, which gives to the state 
railroad commission certain power, which 
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technically is known as power to enforce 
‘the commission’s rule 32. 

The first speaker was Senator Battle, who 
made a strong argument against the Dill. 
He took the ground that while the bill on 
its surface meant one thing, some of its 
provisions were of a nature which were 
clearly not in the interest of the state. He 
pointed out that certain features of the 
bill were not necessary for the reason that 
they were already the law, and that the 
new features in the bill were clearly con- 
trary to the decisions of the supreme court. 
He claimed that it would give the railroad 
commission absolute powers in controlling 
and routing the business of the railroads of 
the state, forcing each road, as he put it, 
to go into partnership with all the other 
roads of the state, irrespective of that 
road's interest. He showed how it was pos- 
sible under fhis bill, it it became a law, for 
a railroad that owned no freight cars at all 
to force the other roads to furnish it with 
ears. He claimed that in its essence the bill 
Was very little short of socialism. 

Senator Kilpatrick strongly advocated the 
passage of the bill. He stated there was 
nothing unjust ia it, nothing that was bur- 
densome, nothing that was contrary to the 
spirit of the Georgia laws. He disagreed 
entirely with Senator Battle’s construction 
of the meaning of the measure. He claimed 
that it was not drastic at all, but that in 
effect it simply amended section 719 (q) of 
the code. He went into a discussion of the 
relation of the railroads to the state and to 
the people, based on the railroads’ power to 
avail themselves of the right of eminent do- 
main. 

At the Night Session. 


Senator Kilpatrick had i:.e floor when the 
senate adjourned for the night session.

Dr. J. M. Chapple, who ts the president of 
the Georgia State Dental Society, and pro- 
fessor of oral surgery and dental hygiene at 
the Atlanta Dental College, was seer yes- 
terday. He said: “The bill now pehding 
in the senate, which was so wiolen‘iy at- 
tacked by Dr. Stewart, was instigeted by 
the Georgia State Dental Society, not so 
much for thé protection of its memLers, but 
the public as well. 

“If the state can enact laws looking to 
the protection of, and regulating the prac- 
tice of medicine and pharmacy, we were 
naturally led to hope, as an honorabie 
and scientific profession and being so close- 
ly allied to the two just mentioned, for the 
enactment of such legislation as would 
furnish a mutual protection for all of the 
citizens of the State. 

“The purpose of the bill, reduced to its 
fine? analysis, is simply to keep out of thd 
State just that class of men who are 
‘made dentis®s in fourteen days.’ -_Only 
a few years ago many so-called dental 
colleges throughout the country derived a 
handsome income from the sale of diplo- 
mas, and equally whscrupulous parties 
bought them. The present dental law, 
through the vigilence of the board of 
dentai examiners, has enabled us, to a 
large extent, in suppressing these bogus 
institutions, and in so doing we flatter our- 
selves that a great public good has been 
subserved. 

“Dentistry as a profession needs no de- 
fense at my hands and I leave the task to 
thousands of other intelligent people who 
live beyond the boundary lines of the coun- 
ty of Rockdale. I am candid to say I do 
not believe Dr. Stewart was sincere in his 
broad assertion, but if I am mistaken in 
this conclusion, he is evidently judging his 
ability (to ‘make dentists in fourteen days’ 
accord mg to his own standard of gradua- 
tion in medicine. 

“He ways ‘there are only two jaws and 
thirty-two teeth, and any man with any 
common sense knows how to pull a tooth.’ 
From analogy we would say, as there are 
206 bones in the human frame, at the ra- 
tio of 14 to 32, he could make a physician 
in about 8 days who could successfully 
treat any disease that human flesh is 
heir to. 3 

“In spite of Dr. Stewart’s opposition we 
will ultimately succeed m having upon the 
Statute books just such laws as will guar- 
antee protection to all, and we will get 
them, not through our own merits or ef- 
forts alone, but from a legislature whose 
sense of equity will cheerfully accord us 
our rights in the premises.’”’ 

Editor Constitution: In this day of small 
men, one need not be much surprised to 
hear uttemances evem from the senate 
chamber that show the deepest ignorance, 
that show retrogression instead of pro- 
gression. Surely Mr. Stewart misrepresents 
the twenty-seventh senatorial district of 
the state of Georgia, for instead of re- 
flecting advanced ideas which must abound 
with a reading, thinking people, he speaks 
as one entirely out of date and out of time.

Its re- 
searches and writings have spread from 
continent to continent. (t gave to the world 
the only correct method of splinting a 
broken jaw. It gave to fhe world the op- 
eration of tracheotomy. It gave to the 
world the only scientific operation for cleft 
palate. It gave to the world the only writ- 
ten’ work on oral surgery. It gave to the 
world the only true operation for exsection 
of the dental nerves. It has given to the 
world the deepest and most thorough in- 
vestigation in pathology. Time and space 
forbid citing many other contributions of 
dental surgery to medical science, I will 
be pardoned when I say that American 
dentists have done all of this and more. 
And at this time an American dentist is 
filling a proud position tn one of the 'Ger- 
man universities as teacher of dental sur. 
gery, the only American that has been so 
honored. And vet Mr. Stewart claims, from 
the cover of his senatorial robe, that “two 
bones, thirty-two teeth and two weeks’ 
study is sufficient.” If he ever had any 
appreciation of the healing art. by retro- 
gression, ‘the has lost it. and stands forth 
as a back number, out of date and out of 
time.

VOTE: 105 FOR, 27 AGAINST 


Party Lines Were Obliterated and 
Democrats Supported Mr. Foster. 


SAY HE WAS LEGALLY AND FAIRLY ELECTED 


Messrs. Slaton of Fulton, Nevin of 
Floyd, Johnson of Hall and Other 
Leaders Take That View.

A. L. Foster will represent Clay county 
in the present general assembly. He was 
declared to be entitled to a seat in the house 
by an overwhelming majority of the mem- 
bers of that body, who voted on the con- 
test case yesterday. | 

Mr. Foster is a populist. His seat was 
contested by W. P. Killingsworth, demo- 
crat. The democrats of the house refused 
to draw the party line in voting on the 
case and Mr. Foster was given the seat 
he has occupied during the present session. 
The vote was 105 for Foster and twenty- 
seven for Killingsworth. 

The case was fully discussed by members 
of the house before the vote was taken and 
Messrs. Burwell, of Hancock, and Thomas, 
of Ware, democrats and members of the 
elections committee, endeavored to con- 
vince the house that Mr. Killingsworth 
was entitled to the seat. Mr. Oliver, of 
Burke, also favored the seating of Killings- 
worth. 

Messrs, Johnson, of Hall; Slaton, of Ful- 
ton; Nevin, of Floyd; Patten, of Thomas, 
and Hogan, of Lincoln, and Branch, of 
Columbia, spoke for the populist, Mr. Fos- 
ter. 


The Case Is Taken Up. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
journal yesterday morning the house took 
up the Clay county contested election case, 
which had been fixed as a special order for 
yesterday. 

Chairman Burwell, of the elections com- 
mittee, called up the case and asked that 
some disposition be made of it. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, a member of the 
committee, secured the floor ani moved that 
the case be postponed until Friday, so that 
the important legislative matters before the 
house could be disposed of and sent to the 
senate. 

Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, moved as an 
amendment that the case be postponed un- 
til next session. The amendment was ac- 
cepted by Mr. Slaton. 

Mr. Oliver, of Burke, opposed the post- 
ponement of the case. He said the case 
ought to be settled one-way or another. He 
said the contest had been an expense and 
in suspense long enough. 

Mr. Redding, of Pike, renewed the motion 
to postpone the matter until Friday.

Mr. Burwell Explains the Case. 

Mr. Burwell explained the history of the 
cese. He said after investigation he could 
not support the report of the majority. He 
said when the votes were counted in Clay 
county the face of the returns gave A. L. 
Foster a majority of three votes. Thirty- 
two votes had been cast for ‘‘Foster,’’ with- 
out initials. One vote had been cast for 
“John” Foster. The election was contested 
by W. P. Killingsworth and the committee 
on elections had recounted the ballots, show- 
ing the result stated. He said the case had 
turned to the single question as to whether 
the thirty-two ambiguous ballots should 
have been counted for A. L. Foster. 

Mr. Burwell told of the visit of the sub- 
committee to Clay county to take evidence 
as towhom theelectors whose ballots read 


“Foster’’ intended to vote for. Five of the: 


electors, negroes, had sworn tnat they in- 
tended to vote for John Foster, a farmer 
residing near Bluffton, Clay county. Those 
five ballots should b ethrown out, said Mr. 
Burwell, which would give the election to 
Killingsworth. 

Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, asKed if Foster 
had not offered to introduce evidence in 
rebuttal to that of the five electors who 
swore they intended to vote for John Fos- 
ter. Mr. Burwell said the sub-committee 
had refused to hear evidence in rebuttal 

Mr. Johnson’s Pointed Talk. 

Mr. Johnson, of Hall, said tt would be a 
gross injustice to unseat Mr. Foster. He 
said there was no doubt in his mind 
that all the electors who voted for ‘‘Foster’’ 
intended to vote for A. L. Foster. He said 
it was an injustice for the committee to 
let five negroes swear they intended to 
vote for some body else. He said the com- 
mittee had returned with a partial and 
unfair report. The committee had refused 
to hear both sides of the case. He said 
the democrats had repudiated Killingsworth 
and they did not want him. He hated the 
populist party and loved the democratic 
party, but he would not be a party to such 
an unfair and unwarranted proceeding as 
to unseat Mr. Foster. 

Mr. Oliver, of Burke, favored the un- 
seating of Foster and giving the office to 
Kinllingsworth.

Mr. Calvin Explains His Vote. 


When Mr. Calvin’s name was called he 
asked and was granted permission to ex- 
plain his vote.

Anti-Trust Massure, After Debate, 


SPEAKERS OPPOSE TRUSTS 


Seys They Should Be Stamped Out 
Record Against Them. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday mgrning the house 
took up the anti-trust bill, which was un- 
der consideration on Monday morning. The 
bill was introduced by Mr. Calvin, of. Rich- 
mond, and referred to the commi‘tee cn cor- 
porations and by that committee reported 
favorably by substitute. The substitute 
was under consideration, the provisions of 
which were given in The Tonstitution yes- 
terday. The bill was fully discussed and 
passed unanimously—l04 voting. 

Several efforts were made [o postpone av- 
tion on the bill. Mr. Reid, of Bibb, wanted 


it recommitted; Mr. Bartlett, of Paulding, 


‘wanted it fixed for consideration at 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, The house voted down 
all motions and the bill was read the third 
time. Several amendments were offered. 
Mr. Awtry, of Cobb, offered an amend- 
ment that nothing in the bill shall prevent 
farmers from organizing to restrict the 
production of cotton. 

Mr, Pearce, of Houston, demanded the 
previous question on the bill and amend- 
ménts. The demand was sustained and the 
Main question was ordered to be put. Mr. 
Johnson, of Hall, chairman of the commit- 
tee on corporations, was entitled to twenty 
minutes to close the debate. He yielded the 
time to the authors of the bill, Mr. Colvin 
and Mr, Felder, of Fulton. 

Mr. Felder Denounces Trusts. 

Mr. Felder was the first speaker. He 
said he heartily approved the purposes of 
the bill. He said the conventions of all 
parties had put their parties on record as 
against trusts and combinations. He urged 
the members to vote down all amendments 
and vote on the _ substitute fairly and 
squarely. He said the amendments would 
defeat the purpose of the bill. He said the 
amendment of Mr. Reid, of Bibb, was 
wicked and for no good purpose, 

Mr. Branch Asks a Question. 

Mr. Branch, of Columbia, asked Mr. Feld- 
er if he would object to an amendment 
putting the same restrictions on railroad 
transportation companies. Mr. Felder re- 
plied that if the gentleman wanted railroad 
companies put under restrictions let him 
introduce a bill to that effect and put it on 
its own merits. 

Mr. Felder denounced the American To- 
bacco Company trust. He said it is an 
octopus with outstretched arms, which are 
crushing out Honest competition and busi- 
ness in Georgia. He said the trust was fas- 
tening its grip on the merchants of the 
state and that it should be stamped out. 

Mr. Calvin Closes Debate. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, closed the de- 
bate.. He said Mr. Wight, of Dougherty, 
had stated that if the bill passes the people 
of Georgia will have to drink their coffee 
without sugar, because the gill will: effect 
the American Sugar Refining Company. 
He said the same law is in force in Texas 
and that the people of that state drink their 
coffee with sugar. Mr. Calvin said the 
trusts are monsters and that their grip on 
the trade and commerce should be broken. 


Amendments Voted Down.

The bill was then passed, 104 voting for it. 
Reid voted for the bill. He gave notice that

The bill as it passed the house reads as 
follows: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
essembly of Georgia, and it igs hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same, That 
from and after the passage of this act, all 
arrangements, contracts, agreements, trusts 
or combinations between persons or cor- 
porations made with a view to lessen, or 
which tend to lessen, full and free compe- 
tition in the importation or sale of ar- 
ticles imported into this state, or in the 
manufacture or sale of articles of domestic 
growth or of domestic raw material, and 
all arrangements, contracts, agreements, 
trusts, or combinations between persons 
or corporations designed, or whicn tend 
to advance, reduce or control the price or 
the cost to the producer or to the con- 
sumer of any such product or article, are 
hereby declared to be against public policy, 
unlawful and void. 

“Sec. 2. Bo it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That any corporation, 
chartered under the laws of this state, 
which shall violate any of the provisions 
of this act shall thereby forfeit its charter 
and its franchise, and its corporate exist- 
ence shall thereupon cease and determine. 
Every foreign corporation, which shall vio- 
late any of the pr@avisions of this art, is 
hereby denied the right to do, and is pro- 
hibited from doing, business. in this state. 
It is hereby made the duty of the attorney 
general of this state to enforce this pro- 


‘vision by due process of law. 


The Penalties Prescribed. 


“Sec. 3. Be it further @nacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That any violation of the 
provisions of this act shall be deemed, and 
is hereby declared to be destructive of full 
and . free competition and a conspiracy 
against trade, and any person or persons 
who may engage in any such conspiracy, 
or who shall, as principal, manager, direc- 
tor or agent, or in any other capacity, 
knowingly carry out any of the stipula- 
tions, purposes, prices, rates or orders 
made in furtherance of such conspiracy, 
shall, on conviction, be punished by a fine 
of not less than $100 or more than $500 and 
by imprisonment in the penitentiary not 
less than one year or more than ten years; 
or, in the judgment of the court, by either 
such fine or such imprisonment. 

“Ser. 4. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesafd, That the provisions of 
this act shall not apply to agricultural 
products or live stock while in the pos- 
session of the producer or raiser. 

“Sec. 56. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That any person or 
persons or corporation that may he in- 
jured or damaged by any such arrange- 
ment, contract, agreement, trust or combi- 
nation, described in section 1 of this act, 
may sue for and recover, in any court of 
competent jurisdiction itn. this. state, of 
any pérson, persons or corporations ener- 
ating such trust or combination, the full 
consideration or sum paid by him or them 
for amy g0o0ds, wares, merchandise or 
articles the sale of which is controlled by 
such combination or trust. 

“Sec. 7. Be it further enacted hy the 
@uthority aforesaid, That it shall he the 
duty of the judges of the superior ceyrts 
of this state specially to Instruct the juries 
as to the provisions of this act 

“Sec. 8, Be it further enacted hy the au- 
thority aforesaid, "That all laws and parts 
of laws in conflict with the provisions of 
this art be, and the same are, herebv re- 
peailed.’’

Among the Many Wielders of the Bow.

The development of violin playing among 
women In America and Furope in recent 
years has been most remarkable. 

Many fair wielders of the bow have 


ladies of high rank and‘ station used to 
charm away the hours by playing on the 
violin or viol. 

Of the young women, Amarican born, 
who have won honor and fame, Maud 
Powell stands first. Marvelously gifted, 
she has disclosed the instinets of a born. 
artist. Tike all children, she 
to take lessons on the oiano. 
Camilla T'rso visited the small 
town in which she lived, and from that mo- 
ment Maud's mother determined that her 
daughter should learn to play the violin. 

It was a very uncOmmon sight a dogen 
years or so ago to see a young girl car- 
rying a violin case through the streets: and 
the boys used to laugh at Maud, and that 
made her cry. She didn’t intend, however,

“THE NABOBS” LAST NIGHT. 
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BILL DEFEATED BY 50 TO 39 
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Adverse Action This Morning. 


MR. LITTLEJOHN ELECTED BY JOINT SESSION 


Two Houses Met at Noon and Elected 
the Democratic Nominee To Suc- 
ceed Judge W. H. Fish. 


The house of representatives has defeated 
the bill to declare bicycles baggage, and to 
require all railroads to haul them as such. 
By a vote of 39 for and 50 against the bill, 
it was killed at the afternoon session of 
the lower body yesterday. 

Mr. Phinizy, of Richmond, author of the 
measure, gave notice that on this morning 
he would move to reconsider the action in 
defeating the biil, he believing that with 
a full attendance his bill will meet with the 
approval of a majority of the members. 

The bill was taken up just before the hour 
of adjournment, and it was explained by 
Mr. Phinizy. He said bicycles are nothing 
more nor less than legitimate baggage, and 
that passengers should have the privilege 
of having wheels checked and hauled free 
of charge. He said there are a great many 
people m the state who ride wheels, and 
who carry no other baggage than wheels 
when traveling. For that reason he thought 
railroad companies should regard bicycles 
as baggage, and carry them subject to the 
regular baggage rules and restrictions. 

Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, said it would be 
absurd to say that bicycles are baggage. 
He said the state government should not 
attempt to define what constitutes baggage. 
He said a farmers’ one-horse wagon could 
be construed as baggage if a bicycle can, 

Mr. Boynton, of Calhoun. also opposed the 
bill. ‘He said it was a piece of vicious legis- 
lation, and should not be passed. 

Mr. Wright, of Dougherty, said bicycles 
are becoming used more and more every 
year, and that wheels are recognized as 
baggage in New York state, and should be 
so transported in Georgia. He said for 
some ‘time the railroads of Georgia hauled 
bicycles as baggage, and he saw no reason 
why they should not be forced to continue 
to do so. 

The question was then taken, and on de- 
mand of Mr. Johnson, of Hall, the roll was 
ordered on the passage of the bill. The 
vote resulted as stated, 39 for and 80 against 
the bill. * 

It Is Judge Littlejohn Now. 

At 12 o’clock yesterday the house and sen- 
ate assembled in joint s@ssion to elect a 
judge of the southwestern circuit to fill 
the place declined by Judge W. H. Fish. 
Hon. Z. A. Littlejohn, of Dooly county, was 
nominated by Mr. Whipple, of Dooly, and 
unanimously elected. He was nominated by 
the democratic caucus last week, and his 
election was a formal proceeding. Mr. Lit-

Enjoying Au Unusnally 
Busy Season. 
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“MULES BRING GOOD PRICES 


Horses Are Said To Be Selling at Very 
Low Figures. 


|TLANTA RANKS SECOND AS A MULE MARKET 


Local Dealers Are Shipping from 700 
to 1,000 Mules Each Wetk 
from Atlanta. 


Atlanta’s mule market is on a boom and 
the stockmen are reaping the profits of an 
unusually heavy traffic, £& 

The early cotton crop gave the market an 
impetus which it has never before enojyed, 
so the dealers say, and several hundred 
car loads of mules have been sold and 
shipped by Atlanta stablemen since the 
season began early in. the fall. 

Last year was a year without precedent 
in this line of busigess, but this year’s trade 
will probably be as great as it was twelve 
months’ ago, and while horses can be 
bought at almost any price, the value of 
mutes has not diminished and the demand is 
steadily increasing. 

The stables of the city are filled with 
mules which are being sold in car load 
lots and shipped thoughout the southern 
states. Atlanta is not a retail mule mar- 
ket, as is generally supposed by those who 
see the mules driven through the streets 
and auctioned off to. interesting buyers. 
This is but the smallest feature of the trade 
and 4s given but little attention by the 
«sockmen, It is the wholesale market that 
gives Atlanta its rank as second in the an- 
nua! traffic of mules. St. Louis stands first 
in the number of mules annually sold, and 
second is Atlanta, which is close behind. 

The season begins in December and con- 
tinues without interruption until the last 
of February. During those three months 
mules are sold at a daily average of more 
than one hundred. At present the season 
is just begun, but the sales for the past 
two or three weeks have been greater by 
several hundred mules than was anticipated 
by the dealers at the beginning of the 
season. 

While there is a fair demand for horses, 
they are not bringing good prices and a 
horse can be purchased for $30 to $50, when 
a mule will cost from $50 to $150. The deal- 
ers do not attempt to explain the cheapness 
‘of horse flesh and are surprised at the 
remarkably low figures at which horses 
can be purchased now in the open market. 

“The Atlanta dealers are well satisfied 
with the condition of the mule market,”’ 
said Mr. Nicholls yesterday. ‘‘We are all 
doing a big business and the demand is 
steady for good mules. The early cotton 
crop caused the demand to be brisk and 
good from the very beginning of the season, 
and it has continued without abatement. 

“Atlanta dealers are now selling mules 
at the rate of from 700 to 1,000 per week, 
which is a very brisk market indeed. At- 
lanta is the distributing point for mules for 
Georgia, South Carolina, Florida, Alabama 
and Mississippi. The mules are shipped in 
car load lots and are sold to dealers in the 
country towns. These dealers come to At- 
lanta, buy a car ioad of mules and sell them 


a good horse for $30, and 
some of the st bring only $50. Occasion- 
ally we sell a fancy horse. for $100 or $150, 
but it is not done every day, and the usual 
rum of horses are going at a song. Mules 
are bringing good prices and we are doing 
about as large a busitess as has ever been 
done in Atlanta, unless it was last year, 
which was a phenomenal season.”’

RECEIVER TO SELL THE GOODS 
Unusual 


Rush of Litigation in the 
Several Courts. 


YESTERDAY WAS CITY COURT RETURN DAY 


Many Damage Suits, Answers,. Cross- 
Bills and. Interventions Were 
HMiled During the Day, 


This morning the dry goods establish- 
ment of Peacock, Dunwody & Haugh will 
be opened ‘to .business. and the stock of 
goods, which has been in the keéping of the 
court, will be offered for sale to customers, 

Yesterday morning Judge Lumpkin grant- 
ed a consent order authorizing the receiv- 
er, Mr. Willis B. Ragan, to dispose of the 
stock in the regular order of business, keep- 
ing a strict account of the goods sold and 
retaining the proceeds until a further order 
of the superior court is granted. 

Several days ago the firm made a. mort- 
gage, which was filed in the superior, court. 
The mortgage was attacked by the H, B. 
Claflin Company, of New York, and a peti- 
tion was filed asking that a receiver be ap- 
pointed to take charge of the goods and as- 
sets of the firm and hold them under an 
order of the court. This petition was grant- 
ed, and Mr. Willis E. Ragan, who was 
named in the original paper as the assignee, 
Was appointed receiver. 

A number of papers have been filed in the 
case since the matter was carried into the 
courts, and the litigation was rapidly in- 
creasing, when the order was signed yes- 
terday morning by Judge Lumpkin allow- 
ing the receiver to open the store and sell 
the goods. The order was in the nature of 
a consent, and all the attorneys represent- 
ing creditors agreed to the order. 

After reading the petition, Judge Lump- 
kin signed the following order: 

“It being represented to court by coun- 
sel of record that all parties hereto con- 
sent, 

“It is ordered that Willis E. Ragan, tem- 
porary receiver, proceed to sell the stock 
of goods at retail in the usual order of busi- 
ness and to hold the proceeds of each sale 
in place of the proceeds of the goods. 

This order in nowise to affect the ques- 
tion as to whether a permanent receiver 
shall be appointed or the question as to 
whether the assignment shall stand or be 
set aside or the question as to whether the 
mortgages are valid or invalid.” 

The features of the case which are men- 
tioned in the order will come up before 
Judge Lumpkin for an early hearing and 
it is expected that the entire litigation will 
be satisfactorily arranged. £
